WILLIAM P. SHEFFIELD 


Former Congressman William Paine 


Sheffield, one of the best known law- 
yers In Rhode Island, died very sud- 
denly at Misklana Camp on Sunday 
pfternoon, the announcement of .his 
death coming as a great shock to hi» 
countless friends \n this city. Al- 
though it was known that he had been 
in poor health some two years, no 
ono dreamed of his untimely end. 
. Colonel and Mrs. Sheffield had been 
spending the week-end at Miskiana 
Camp on Yawgoo Pond, this being a 
favorite spot for their short outings. 
Thcv had enjoyed an automobile out- 
ing in the morning, and after dinner 
Colonel Sheffield sat down in a big 
chair In front of the. fireplace, and 
death followed almost immediately. 
Medical 
assistance was 
summoned 


from tho nearest town, but he was 
beyond medical aid. 


• Mr, Sheffield was born in Newport 
on June 1, 1857, being the son of-a 
distinguished lawyer, William P. Shef- 
field, Sr., who was for many years one 
of thc lenders at the Rhode Island 
bar. 
He studied at Phillips Andovcr 


Academy and was graduated from 
Brown University with highest honors 
in 1877. 
He then studied abroad for 


a time, and on his return completed 
his law studies at 
Harvard 
Law 


School, heing admitted to the bar in 
1880. He at once attained 
a high 


standing among the Rhode Island at- 
torneys and his legal' practice was 
large nnd lucrative. Some yeara ago 
he took Messrs. Max Levy and Will- 
iam R. Harvey into partnership under 
thc firm name of Sheffield, Levy & 
Harvey, and when Mr. Levy withdrew 
n few years later thc firm became 
Sheffield & Hnrvcy. Mr. Sheffield's old- 
est son, Mr. William P. Sheffield, Jr., 
who recently returned from active 


j service, was admitted to the bar a 


short time ago and hud begun to prac- 
tice in thc same office. 


Colonel Sheffield had long taken an 


active interest in political affairs, and 
had held important offices in city, state 
nnd nation. He had served the city as 
a member of the School Committee, as 
City Solicitor, and as first chairman 
of the representative council under the 
present charter. He had served sev- 
eral terms in the Rhode Island Legis- 
lature, holding important committee 
appointments and being regarded as 
a leader in important constructive leg- 
islation. He was Representative from 
the First Rhode Island District to 
the Sixty-first Congress of the United 
States; and at about the time of his 
retirement was elected a member of 
the Republican National Committee, 
serving in this capacity untif the'time 
of his death. 


Colonel Sheffield was _ prominent in 


many local institutions, being vice 
president and a director of the Sav- 
ings Bank of Newport, a trustee of 
the People's Library, director of the 
Redwood Library, a vice president of 
the Newport Historical Society, a 
member 
of the 
board 
of 
refer- 


ence 
of 
the Charity Organization 


Society, a director of the 
New- 


port 
Water 
Works, 
and 
one of 


the trustees of Long Wharf. He was 
a director of the Newport & Fall 
River Street Railway, a trustee of 
Brown University, and a member of 
the vestry of Emmanuel Church. He 
was secretary of the Rhode Island So- 
ciety of the Cincinnati, and a member 
of thc Miantonomi Club, as welj as 
being an active member of the Rhode 
Island Bar Association, and the Amer- 
ican Bar Association. 


He is survived by a widow, who was 


a daughter of the late Truman Bur- 
dick, and seven children—Miss Mar- 
garet Sheffield, William P. Sheffield, 
Jr., Misses Mary if., Kathrine R., 
Frances, Mr. Samuel S., and Miss Eliz 
abeth Sheffield. 


Funeral services were held at his 


late residence on Miantonomi avenue 
on Wednesday, and were attended by 


Mr. Frank F. Nolan, the dean of the 
local bar, and by Justice Dorarj. The 
court immediately adjourned out of 
respect to the memory of Colonel 
Sheffield. 


MISS MARY H. HODGSON 


Miss Mary H. Hodgson, for rhwe 


than twenty years a teacher In the 
public schools, died very suddenly at 
her home on Elliott Place on Thurs- 
day, her death corning as a great 
shock to her relatives and friends. 
She hnd been In rather poor health a 
short time ago, but lately had seemed 
to be much improved, taking her regu- 
lar classes and carrying on her usual 
duticv She retired Wednesday night 
in apparently good health, but was 
found unconscious the next morning 
nnd the end came almost immediately. 


Miss Hodgson was graduated from 


the Rogers High School in 1890, and 
two years later was elected a teacher 
in the public schools. Her work was 
in the first grade, where she had given 
unusual satisfaction, and was regard- 
ed as an exceedingly capable nnd effi- 
cient teacher. 
She had been for a 


number of years an active member 
of Emmanuel Church and was a teach- 
er in the Sunday School. 


She is survived by her parents, Mr. 


and Mrs. Robert Hodgson, and one 
sister, Mrs. Henry P. Hass of West 
Haven, Conn., and one brother, Mr. 
Frederick J. Hodgson.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


The sessions of the Superior Court | At the weekly session of thc board 


were suspended during the early part j Of aldermen on Thursday evening, 
of thc week out of respect to the

Business was resumed on Thursday, 
when the trial of thc Brown-Howard ! 
cnsc proceeded before thc Jury. This 
was to recover damages for injuries 
received In an automobile accident on 
Morton avenue in December, the plain- 
tiff, a young boy, being struck and 
knocked from his bicycle by an auto- 
mobile owned and operated by defend- 
ant. 
Thc plaintiff claimed that de- 


fcmlnnt operated his car st a high 
rntc of speed and In n careless man- 
ner, while the defendant claimed that 
the plaintiff was on thc wrong side 
of the road, and that the lights of 
another automobile blinded the driver 
who was proceeding at a moderate 
rate of speed. 


This was the second trial of the 


case, the jury at the previous trial 
having been unable to agree. 
Many 


witnesses were called, and their testi- 
mony conflicted in some instances. 
Counsel for the plaintiff succeeded 
in introducing records of convictions 
for violation of the automobile regu- 
lations against a man of the same 
name as thc defendant. These went 
into tho record over thc objection of 
counsel for thc defendant, and it was 
claimed by the defense that another 
man of the same name in Providence 
has been convicted,

THOMAS H. CLATiKF 


Mr. Thomas II. Clarke, at one time 


superintendent of schools in Newport 
and a prominent educator of his day, 
died nt his'ho'mr; in Jamestown on 
Monday after a long illness. He was 
in his eighty-fifth year and hod been 
in very poor health for n long time. 


Mr. Clarke was born in Jamestown 


in 1834 and received nn excellent ed- 
ucation, especially in thc classics. He 
was for a number of years principal 
of thc House of Refuge in New York, 
and in 1855 came to Newport as a 
teacher in the grammar grades.

The Airplane as a Decoy. 


Ever since wars have been waged 


man tm maile use of decoys to outwit 
the foe. 
Even In the recent war a 


decoy proved to be useful once In .1 
while. An Instance occurred at n point 
on the western front where the British 
trenches faced a salient of the Her- 
man trench system. At the time when 
the nrltlsh staff determiner! to reduce 
the salient, Ihe Dully Chronicle tells us, 
the Ciermans were expecting an ordi- 
nary attack with Its primary bombard- 
menL They promptly fell Into the trap 
set for them. 


Early In the morning a British air- 


plane llew very low over the front- 
line trenches and passed parallel to 
the German line, hut 500 or BOO yards 
behind It. 
The Germans thought the 


plane a target thnt could not be missed, 
and turned their backs on the British 
trenches to tire on the machine. While 
they were engaging the airplane, Uia 
British Infantry suddenly went over 
the top and In a few mlnntes captured 
the position and took a number of pris- 
oners. 


The machine returned to Its' air- 


drome riddled with bullet holes, but 
both the pilot and the observer were 
uninjured. 


Industry Overdone. 


The development of the coconnt oil 


Industry in the Philippines has been 
very mp!d, due to war conditions. The 
exports of oil In 191S amounted to 
115,000 tons, as compared with 45.000 
tons In 191T nnd lapOO tons In 1318. 
There is a scarcity ot" shipping to take 
copra to Hull. England, ar.d Marseilles, 
France, which are the great centers 
for oil crushing, hence It Is fonn>l more 
profitable to ship the less bulky oil to 
the United States. A number of new 
oil rallls have been constructed in the 
Philippines In order to fill the demand 
for oil. bat it Is a serious question 
whether the present crushing capacity 
of the Philippine mills Is not in excess 
of the normal supply of copra. 


Philippine Tobacco. 


The Philippine Islands' tobacco ex- 


ports Increased greatly In 191S. In that 
year 25.700 tons of tobacco were ex- 
ported, as compared with fi.SCH) tons 
In 1917. 
The bulk of this tobacco wast 


shipped during the early months of 
101S. and the later months showed a 
marked drvrvn.**. The exports of cl- 
Pirs, however, showed a steady In- 
crtase during the entire year, the num- 
ber shipped being S59.OCV.lW. valued 
at ST.lVXUVO. as agH(n>t 2Sl.000.COO 
valued at H5W.OOO, In 1917. Most of 
tils production was absorbed hv tha 
Anerlcnn market. 
The Increase la 


largely due to government supervision 
In order to guarantee the quality »t 
£i! shipments to the United States.

cf the fascinating chronicles of the 
Industrial world," the bulletin BBJTS. 
"It scema to have been one of those 
esses where two men working In dif- 
ferent countries, each without knowl- 
edge of what the other was doing, 
reached tho earno conclusion about the 
same time. Both were granted Amer- 
ican patents; but upon application for 
renewal, the patent held Kelly to ho 
tho Inventor, 
Tho world, however, 


gives tho credit to Bessemer, and the 
process Is known ns tho Bessemer 
proccsi. 


• Made Ye Olden Cook Pot*. 


"Kelly wan ft maker of old-fnshloncd 


cooking pots nnd kettles. 
It Is re- 


lated thnt one day ho wan sitting In 
front of his furnace find observed a 
point of Incandescence where there 
was no charcoal — only the metal and 
tho nlr. This led him to contend that 
nir alone would hum out tho Impuri- 
ties from molten Iron. 


"When he developed his tilting con- 


verter his engineer1 blew such a tre- 
mendous 
blast 
through 
the 
first 


charge that Iron and nil went up as 
sparks, to bis discomfiture nnd tho 
crowd's amusement. 
He finally suc- 


ceeded. In getting the amount of air 
regulated, and poured out of his con- 
verter the first DcHscmer steel. Peo- 
ple said Kelly would soon be burning 
Ice. 
Since his old converter was first 


used, billions of dollars' worth of steel 
has flowed out of tho world's convert- 
ers. . 
L 


"lioth Kelly nnd Bessemer were baf- 


fled by the problem of regulating the 
supply of air so that It would not bum 
out all the en r linn, n little of which IB 
essential to steel. 
Furthermore, their 


products frequently proved to he brit- 
tle, owing to the fact that the molten 
metal absorbed oxygen from the nlr 
blast 
The first difficulty was solved 


eventually by the expedient of bum- 
In7 out practically all the carbon, then 
adding exactly the amount required 
for the specific quality of steel de- 
sired. 
'; 


"The second difficulty was overcome 


through tho addition of manganese to 
take care of the hurtful oxygen. Tho 
latter suggestion was the contribution 
of Tlobcrt F. Mushet, a Scotch steel 
maker. Goranson, a Swedish Ironmas- 
ter, had previously achieved the same 
results by using a pig iron Initially 
itch In manganese. 
Thereafter un- 


derdone nnd overdone steel disap- 
peared. 


More Fire Thin In Dante's Inferno. 
"To go Into a great building where 


there Is a battery of Bessemer convert- ' 
era Is 'to see more heat than Dante 
ever pictured. A converter Is n huge 
egg swung 'amidships' on trunnions. 
'The great egg of steel lined with fittS 
"brick has tho top off. Twenty tons of 
molten pig are poured Into It, and then 
through some 200 little holes In the bot- 
tom pumping engines 
pump In a 


stream oC cold air. 
As the oxygen- 


laden air sweeps np through the mol- 
ten Iron, it touches the molten carbon 
and silicon, which constitute the im- 
purities, and carries them' away. 


"Millions of red and while sparks 


fill the air, ns If some demon within 
the fiery fluid were giving a pyrotech- 
nic performance. 
A thousand en- 


gines, with safety valves hissing un- 
der tremendous pressure, have the 
voice of a zephyr lnf comparison. First 
the flame that poura forth Is violet, 
ihen shades Into orange, becomes a 
dazzling white, burning finally to a 
faint blue, which Is a sign that all 
the impurities are gone. 


"Then the blast ceases, the carbon 


that Is necessary to replace the needed 
portions burnt out Is added, the great 
trick and steel egg swings back to 
position, the carbon Is mixed with the 
fervent fluid, find then the egg tips 
over on Its fide, and out of the top 
Sows the liquid steel into a great 
ladle. The whole operation takes 
ttont 20 minutes — n ton of steel In a 
clnnte.

In Torturing o! Ten Times as 


Many More. 


London.—Olto Corvln, a hunchback, 


was the ringleader of the murder and 
torture band that operated under lie!a 
Kun In Hungary, according to Luclen 
Jones, writing to The Dally News, ot 
Ixmdon, from Budapest Jones eay« 
of Corvin: 


Had I not examined the police min- 


utes taken after the preliminary ex- 
amination of Corrln and his associates, 
and had I not questioned Con-In my- 
self, I should not have believed such 
fiendish practices to be possible In the 
twentieth century, 
It appears from 


the police minutes and statements Cor- 
vln has made that he himself was re- 
sponsible for ihe death of five hundred 
political suspects and was an active 
agent In torturing ten times as many 
more. 


Under his auspices an elaborate tor- 


ture chamber, with nil modern nnd an-, 
clent devices, was fitted out In the cel- 
lars of tho new parliament buildings 
nnd in a basement under the palace of 
Count Bakonye. which Is situated In 
the main thoroughfare of Budapest. 
The luckless suspects would he dragged 
out of their beds and taken to one 
pf the places at dead of night. 


One of the favorite methods of tor- 


ture was to fix a gag In Ihe mouth of 
the prisoner so that his Jaws remained 
wide open, while n lighted match wns 
held In the mouth until the victim 
either confessed knowledge of counter- 
revolutionary plans or agreed to pay 
a large sum of money. 


A Dagger In the- Throat 


Another form of torture was to 


thrust a dagger down the throat of tho 
prisoner until he assented to their de- 
mands. 
The favorite method, how 


ever, was to bring a prisoner into a 
room where various portions of tlie 
human body, such ns noses, eyes, lips, 
ears, which had been cut off previous 
victims, were lying on a table. He was

the hill. This Is done for a number 
of years until the bench becomes level 
or 'the slope of tho bench Is slightly 
reversed. A ridge of earth Is kept at 
the outer edge of Ihe bench tn prevent 
tho surface water from running from 
one ueneh to the next bench below. 
Bench terraces should bo Ipvcl; that 
Is, they should hnve no fnll along the 
direction of their length, 
nefnro the 


bench between tho terrace embank- 
ments Is made level by plowing the 
soil down the sloiw Hie surface wa- 
ter Is held above the shouldar at 
the outer side nf the bench. 1'art of 
the water may move o(T slowly lo the 
ends of the terrace nnd the rest will 
either sink Into lh.e soil or ovuporntp, 
A hcnvy sod should he. kept on the 
shoulder find onibnnkment to prevent 
erosion'should tho shmilder be over- 
topped ilne to heavy rain. 


When a bench terrnce Is first start- 


ed, the shoulder shouM he traill about 
one foot high ami Ihree feel wide at 
the base. These dimensions can be re- 
duced somo as the leveling down of tho 
bench proceeds. 
When the bench has 


become level It Is only necessary to 
maintain a small shoulder about one- 
half foot high at the outer side of the 
bench. .' This will prevent possible 
dnmtige to Ihe terrnce dne to nn exces- 
sively, heavy rain. 


The distance between the terraces Is 


governed hy Ihe vertical distance or 
drop nnd not by the distnnce along the 
surface of tho ground. 
The distance 


along the surface of the ground will 
be different for different slopes of the 
land where the same iverticnl distance 
between the terraces is used. 


The proper drop or vertical distance 


between bench terraces depends large- 
ly on how much cure ar.d attention Is 
given to tho terraces, the greater the 
drop the more care required. 
Tho 


greater the drop the higher will he tho 
embankment, and It Is much more dlf5- 
cult to maintain a hleh than n low em- 
bankment. The best practice 
ini^- 


catcs that the drop between bench ter- 
races should never he less than tbrea 
feet nor more than six feet, although 
a drop of eight feet has been cseJ 
successfully on steep slopes where tie 
terraces are carefully mnlnlnined-

NKWl'OUT PHINTEHS 


In 1774 Southwtck Issued a reprint 


of "Tho Wholo of the celebrated 
ipeech ot tho Hov. Jonathan Shipley, 
Lord Bishop of Aiajih, on tho bill for 
altering the Charter of the Msssachu- 
•etU Bay," which wai prefaced with 
the remark, "it i> allowed to be one of 
the boat pieces wrote on tho present 
dispute between North America and 
Great Britain." 
Of Shipley it was 


iald, Rt tho time of his death: "His 
talents 
were acknowledged on all 


•Ides, and whichever party triumphed 
in his assistance, the other'wish'ea for 
his nunjwrt." 


During tho same year Southwlck 


printed from the Boston edition, "An 
Oration delivered March Gth, 1774, ot 
the Request of the Inhnbilants of the 
Town of Boston, to Commemorate Iho 
Bloody Tragedy on the r>th of March, 
by the Honorable John Hancock, Esq. 


The time Hn(l ">e circumstances at- 


tending the delivery of that oration I 
need not refer to; 
Southwick gave 


tho readers nil the particulars that 
had reached him and in the siimo 
paper, tn the "poetc1 comer," lie print- 
ed some verses growing out of the 
nflfair, with the title "A Song for the 
Fifth of March. Tune, 'Once the Gods 
of the Greeks,' etc." 
The versos 


closed with these lines: 
"A vay of bright glory now beams' 


front afar, 


Blest dawn of an Empire to rise; 
Tho American ensign now sparkles 


a star, 


\YMch shall shortly flume wide thro1 


the skies. 


"Strong kr.it is the band which unites 


the blest land. 


No Daemon the Union shall sever; 
Hero's the glass to fair Freedom, 


come give us your hand— 


May the orator flourish forever!" 


While thus engaged, 
Southwick 


turned aside for a moment to give 
some aid to the anti-slavery mover 


' ment, which was then beginning lo 


take shape. Ainong other papers un- 
der this head he printed an address 
signed by Drs. Stiles nnd Hopkins, 
concerning the fcndinrr of black free- 
men to the coast of Africa. But when 
the British opproached Newport and 
showed n disposition to land, he beat 
a hasty retreat, for the Loyalists were 
anxious that he should fall inlu the 
Iqnds of the cncniy, and were quite 
ready to turn him over tho momotit 
an opportunity offered. 
The Mer> 


cury was discontinued December 2, 
1776, and six days later the British 
army, under General Clinton, took 
posscsion of the southern part of the 


. Island. 


While here they published a news- 


paper called the Newport Gazette, of 
which copies have been preserved. The 


• French, in turn, had a press here and 


in 17SO they issued an Almanac from 
the office of the Gazette Franchise, 
which is now very rare. It contains 
with other matters, the names of all 
the French officers, army or navy, and 
the vessels or regiments to which 
they belonged. 


The British evacuated Newport Oc- 


tober 25, 1779, and on the 5th of Jan- 
uary, 17SO, the first number of the re- 
issue of the Mercury appeared. It had 
then pasesd into the hands of Henry 
Barber. Southwick, after his return, 
was associated with Barber in the 
management of the Merecury. 
In 


17S7 he was again sole proprietor of 
the journal, but shortly after that it 
passed back into the hands of Barber 
and his descendants continued to be 
its publishers untfl 1851, when the last 
publisher of the name died. 


After the war Peter Edes, who at 


one time printed the Boston Gazette 
and County Journal, established the 
Newport Herald to oppose the paper 
money party, but it ruined him, and 
when he died in 1S03, he was "as poor 
as a church mouse." Oliver Farns- 
worth was another unsuccessful print- 
er. He started a paper in Newport in 
1799 and another in 1SOO. Both jour- 
nals "died young." While printing the 
later one he brought out a small vol- 
ume, the "Memory of Washington," 
a collection of eulogies and orations 
intended to meet a demand of 
the 


moment, bui; of no lasting value. He 
also did a h'ttle business at 
trunk 


making, and probably 
in that way 


worked up some of his unsold publi- 
cations. 


The people were so poor after the 


war to sustain the printer, and only 
occasionally an orationt or a sermon 
of more than ordinary interest found 
its way into print. In 1S10 Rous- 
maniere and Barber, who were then 
publishing the 
• Newport 
Mercury, 


brought out tie first American edi- 
tion of "Obeson." Weiland was then 
greaUy admired. Weisbeck had sound- 
ed his praise, the Monthly Reviw 
dwelt at length on his merits, and 
Napoleon 
had helped to make him 


popular by the notice he took of him 
in the salon of the Duchess of Saxe- 
Wehnar, all of which, HO doubt, bad 
preat weight with tie American pub- 
lishers. Trie preface, giving a bio- 
graphical sketch of the author, was 
•srrrttea by William Hunter, then a 
yoTmg lawyer, who, in matnrer years, 
was made minister 
plenipotentiary 


from the United States to Brazil, 
a 


picture of whom hangs in the rooms 
of the Newport Historical 
Society. 


During the next year the same pub- 
lishers put to press "Paley'a Work," 
in five volumes, with a memoir >iy G. 
\V. >fead!ey, who, two years later, 
-was the author of a memoir of Al- 
gernon Sidney, of whom 
Coleridge 


•wss led to say, "What a gentleman 
lie was!" No work of any great im- 
portance was ever published here, but 
in the early history of the colony its 
printers were frequently employed by- 
writers and publishers 
in 
other 


places. A long list of such works as 
"Sermons by Samuel Fothergill" and 
"A Dialogue from the Pen of Wes- 
leyT1 might be mentioned. 
The only 


American reprint of the "Fables of 
Pilpav," is that1 of 1784, printed in 
Newport by Solomon Soulhwick.
